I have tryed the Allom Mine, having 
broken it to powder, and inſuſed it 
in Spring water ſome hours, and it 
received no tindure from the Gall. 
Good reaſon, tor he did but infuſe 
it, not diſſolve it 3 can it be ex- 

ed that the Gall ſhould preci- 
pitate 'the Allom Stone from the 
water, whilſt it came not into it, 
but only lay at the bottom undif- 
folv'd ? what can ſimple water ex- 
traſt out of a hard Slate? no more 
than a Feather can ſtrike fire out 
of a Flint Stone : Nay more (ſaith 
he) Z calcin'd that very Stone, and 
then diſſolved it in Spring water, 
and yet it received no tinGure from - 
the Gall. Anſwer. No marvel net- 
ther, becauſe the calcin'd Stone of
